courts. 
T hey do not take into con ­ 
sideration that it will require sev­ 
eral years to determine in the court 
of last resort whether or not the di­ 
rectors are liable, and in the mean­ 
time we poor devils of depositors 
must go without the 50 per cent 
that will probably come to us in the 
end.

I 
understand it, 
national 
banks are not organized for the es­ 
pecial protection of the officers and 
stockholders, 
but 
instead for the 
protection of the depositors. 
“ The First National case is a p e ­ 
culiar one. 
For years the stock­ 
holders unanimously named the o f­ 
ficers and directors of the bank, and 
came around regularly twice a year 
after their dividends, but now that 
the crash has come these same per- 
soes set up the claim that the bank 
was not legally chartered and in 
consequence the shareholders are 
not liable for its debts.
